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CURB SEED DISEASE 
WIIH POISON FUMES 


The treatment of cereal seeds with 
organic mercury dust for the preven. 
tion of smut, root rot, and seedling 
blight has become an_ established 
practice in seed-cleaning plants and 


‘jon farms throughout Canada, says B. 


Leslie Emslie, chemist-agronomist. 
Whether the operation be performed 
on a large scale by means of the 
Kemp automatic seed\treater or by 
power-driven machines, or on a small 
scale by barrel mixer or simply by 
shovel on the barn floor, certain pre- 
cautions against inhalation of the 
fumes by the operator ought to be 
observed. 

In reporting results of their experi- 
ments on the control of cereal smuts 
by seed treatment, Hanna and Popp 
of the Dominion Rust Research Lab- 
oratory, Winnipeg, say: “In the tests 
with New Improved Ceresan, this 
dust, applied at the rate of only 14-0z. 
per bushel, gave uniformly good bunt 


ily smutted. It is a matter of con-| 
siderable interest that such a_ light | 
application of dust should protect the | 
seed against bunt infection.” 


The potency of ethyl mercury phos- 
phate dust is very evident, when one- 
half ounce of the substance per bush- 
el of seed grain effectively controls 
disease spores. It should be no less 
evident to the operator of the seed- | 
treating process that the manner in 
which the mercuric rust exerts its 
favorable influence is through its 
penetrating, Poisonous fumes which 
are plainly perceptible to one who has 
not lost his sense of smell. The odor 
is the warning that should be heeded. 

Although many apparently suffer 
no injury from inhaling the atmos- 
phere of the building where the seed- 
treating is in progress, some are sus- 
ceptible to the fumes of the mercury 
compound and: may become nauseated | 
or more seriously affected, if they) 
neglect to protect mouth and nostrils | 
with a handkerchief or respirator 
mask. Despite warnings and printed 
precautions, however, many operators 
ignore them and some even boast of 
their supposed immunity. 

As the season approaches’ when | 
growers of fall wheat will be treating 
the seed grain with ethyl mercury | 
phosphate dust, a further word of 
caution may be opportune. The dust 
is poisonous, otherwise it would be of 
no effect in controlling seed-borne 
diseases. The pungent odor of the 
dust is evidence of the need for pre-

CARE OF FLOWERING SHRUBS 


The care of flowering shrubs in- 
volves a little judicious pruning at the 
proper season. The methodical year- 
ly removal of all old, weak, interfer- 
ing and straying branches permits the 
shrub to renew itself and so adds to 
its life and beauty, states George A. 
Stevenson, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Rosthern, Sask. Trimming, 
heading back, or clipping flowering 
shrubs to make them conform to 
some unnatural shape should not be 


| practised. Cutting out old canes or 


shoots and removal of interfering or 
diseasesd branches constitutes prun- 
ing, as far as these shrubs are con- 
cerned. In general, enough new wood 
should be left to replace the old that 
is cut away. Pruning should encour- 
age the production of strong, healthy, 
well-ripened flowering shoots or wood 
and keep the plant open and shapely. 
A very heavy pruning after years of 
neglect is apt to result in heavy shoot 
and sucker growth and “witch's 
broom” effect. “Prune lightly and 
prune annually” should be the slogan. 

The time to prune will be governed 
by the flowering and growing habit 
of the plants. Spring flowering 
shrubs, such as lilac, honeysuckle, Si- 
berian almond, flowering currant and 
some of the spiraeas, produce their 
bloom from buds formed the previous 
season. Obviously, if these are spring 


|pruned, much of the flowering-wood 


will be removed and the bloom reduc- 
ed. With shrubs of this class pruning 
is done in late spring or early sum- 
mer, or as soon as blooming is fin- 
ished. 

Summer flowering shrubs produce

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of well-rotted manure late in the fall. 
This is thoroughly worked mto the 
soil the following summer. 

Tender species, such as Spiraea 
Van Houttil, are occasionally brought 
through the winter by bending the 
branches down in the fall so that they
